The English Owl. This is a very pretty variety and has 
been bred for many years. It is fairly hardy and has a 
stylish carriage and appearance. The chief characteristic 
is its round head and the beak following the curve of the 
head. This downward curve of the beak, resembling the 
shape of the beak of the wild owl, is supposed to be the 
origin of the name for this variety of fancy pigeons. It is 
called the English Owl to distinguish it from the African 
Owl, a much smaller bird. 
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
